Files of the Honolulu (Sandwich Islands) 
News, from Dec. 30 to May 26, bave been re- 
ceived by tba Baltimore Sun. 
The News 
give, in a long article, a dark picture of the so- 
cial condition of tbe natives of tbis Paradise of 
the Pacific. 
Assuming that the^ missionaries 
have been careleu of the education of the na- 
tives in industrial pursuits, it says "all their 
efforts have not in any degrae ameliorated the 
physical, domestic or social condition of the 
great mass of the native population. 
But we 
assert it, without tbe least fear of contradic- 
tion from any candid man, that tbe mass of 
tbe natives are in a worse physical, social and 
dsmestic condition than that in "which Chris- 
tianity found then." 


past year, including the sum of S589,360 68 
remaining on hand at the close of 1846, is $1,- 
383,335 99. 
The ordinary 
expenses of the 
Government for the last year have been S90,- 
762 67, which is S21.626 08 more than the 
preceding year. 
This increase is accounted 
for on the ground that a large number of un- 
settled claims of former years have been pre- 
sented for settlement, and a number of otber 
unforseen expenditures that have been incur- 
red. 
At the close or the fiscal year there was 
an apparent balance in the State Treasury of 
S431,726 21. 
In this is included, however, 
the various scrips received for taxes, water 
rents, tolls, Wabash and Erie canal lands, &c., 
which are unavailable ; so that a very small 
proportion of this sum will remain to meet 
the expenses of the Government. 


The Auditor estimates that the resources of 
the State for the coming year may be put 
down at §452,000 00, and the ordinary expen- 
ses for the same period $71,900 00, leavin 
(after deducting expenses of the various asy- 
lums and the amount that it is estimated will 
be paid in Treasury notes, and the ordinary' 
expenditures of the Government) the sum of 
8263,700 00 to be applied to the interest on 
the public debt. 


The outstanding bonds, which are to be sur- 
rendered under the provisions of the Butler 
bill of last winter, amount to Sll,065,000 00, 
and the arrearages of interest from 1841 to 
January 1st, 1847, $3,326,040 00, making the 
State indebtedness on the 1st of July, 1853, 
$14,391.040 00. 
About nine millions of bonds 
have been surrendered to the Agent of State, 
leaving a little over two millions yet to be sur- 
renderad.—Neio Albany 
Democrat.
